within the limits prescribed. 
The trade school was suspended, 
domestic science cut out of the ele­ 
mentary schools, supplies were re­ 
duced and every effort to economize 
wherever possible was made. 
With the best part of the summer 
over, an insight has been gained in­ 
to the way taxes are coming in, and 
further economies will probably be 
necessary. 
May Cut Salaries 
While nothing has been definite­ 
ly decided upon as yet, the action of 
the board last evening indicates that 
the teachers may be asked to take 
a voluntary reduction in salaries to 
help out. Some of the high school 
teachers and special instructors who 
had been paid more than the maxi­ 
mum were cut last spring. 
The board had been hopeful that 
some action would be taken by the 
legislature to ease their burden but 
present indications look as if noth­ 
ing is to be done at Harrisburg, and 
they will have to solve their own 
problems. 
Abolish Institute 
Director A. C. Hyde presented a 
motion last evening to abolish the 
substitute institute which has been 
an annual event for the teachers, 
but Dr. Green stated th a t he h ad 'a 
plan which he believed would take 
care of this situation by using in­ 
structors from the local school sys­ 
tem, some of whom are as far ad­ 
vanced in their special fields as any 
place in the state. They could im­ 
part the knowledge they have se­ 
cured through special instruction to 
their fellow teachers without the 


school district going to the expense 
of bringing in outside instructors 
and paying their expenses.

TOO MANY IN COLLEGE? 


A R TH U R T. HADLEY of Yale has made a val- 


uable contribution to the current discussion concerning the 
advisability of trying to make “ college m e n ” out of unsuitable 
material. 
It w ould naturally be supposed that the head of a great 
university would stress the importance of a college education re­ 
gardless, but it is an encouraging sign that leading educators are 
coming to realize that for m any young people the four years 
required by a college course is largely a waste of time, m oney 
and effort. W e quote Dr. Hadley in part: 
“ People engaged in public instruction are inclined Ao go 
too far in thinking that everyone should be encouraged to pur­ 
pose his schooling to the furthest possible degree. 
They lam ent 
what seems to them the highly inadequate proportion of elem en­ 
tary school children who go to the high schools and of high 
school pupils who proceed to college; and they glory in any in­ 
crease of these proportions. 
They seem to forget that the class­ 
room is not the only m eans of education; that a youth may get 
m ore intellectual and moral training from practical work that 
he likes, than from formal lessons that he loathes.” 
Now, this does not m ean to depreciate in the least the value 
of higher education to those who by intellect, tem peram ent and 
inclination are capable of acquiring it and putting it to practical 
use. It simply m eans that unless a young person has the native 
ability to work with his brains, he had better be taught to work 
with his hands.

PENNSYLVANIA LEADS IN FARM FORESTATION 
Pennsylvania ranked third last year in the total number of trees 
sent out by the state forestry departm ents for planting and ranked first 
in the number sent out for farm planting. Throughout the country more 
than 100,000,000 were distributed, about half to state forests, a quarter to 
farm lands, and the remaining quarter to private lands other than farm 
holdings. 
This was a gain of 30 per cent over the previous year. 
Of 
Pennsylvania’s 8.000,000 more than 6,000,000 were for farm planting. 
Usually the trees are sold at cost. The federal forestry service co­ 
operates in the production of trees for farms and private w’oodlands. 
but not for state forests. Probably the most significant feature of these 
statistics is the gain over the previous year. 


HOW OLD IS THE EARTH? 
Scientists are to make a new attem pt to estimate more accurately 
the age of the earth. 
The Carnegie Institution of Washington will work with the geologi­ 
cal commission of Finland to measure the radio-activity of pre-Cambrian 
rock formations. 
The rocks cf Finland have been chosen for this lat­ 
est scientific quest because of all the rocks in the world their geologic age 
can be most closely estimated. 
Successive rock layers 
have been com­ 
paratively undisturbed in Finland. 
Scientists believe that some day science will be able to determine 
the earth s age within 10,000.000 years or so. 
Lord Kelvin, one of the 
first scientists to make serious efforts to determine the birthday of M oth­ 
er Earth, estimated that it occurred 27,000,000 years ago. 
Scientists now 
believe the earth to be much older. 
The basis of estimate of the earth’s age is the relatively simple 
calculation of the time needed to convert sedimentary sea deposits into 
stone, together with other scientific guesses of the rate of cooling of 
the earth ’s interior. 
Discovery of the fact that nearly all surface rocks 
contain minute quantities of radio-active elements has seriously upset 
the figures based on the measurable cooling of the earth. It is now known 
that some of the loss of heat comes from this radium content of the 
rocks and not from the hot core of the earth.

out of 34 counties the relief funds 
of 12 will be totally exhausted by 
August 1; th a t in four counties, be­ 
sides Philadelphia, the relief funds 
are exhausted now.”

In addition, the various 
wom en’s clubs of the city will be 
asked to join 
in 
the 
m ovem ent 
which is being sponsored by the 
Federation 
of W om an’s 
clubs of 
which Mrs. Pearson is president and 
Mrs. H arry M arshall, Sr., chairm an 
of the social service committee. 
To Gather Material. 
It is planned to gather sugar sacks 
and feed bags along with articles of 
clothing. The sugar sacks and feed 
bags will be washed and sterilized 
and m ade into undergarm ents and 
various articles of clothing. 
M en’s 
trousers, women's wearing apparel 
and other articles will be cut down 
and m ade into garm ents for the 
children. 
The presidents of the var ious par- 
ent-teachers associations were ask­ 
ed to call a m eeting of their execu­ 
tive com m ittees w ithin the next two 
weeks to report back at the next 
m eeting to be held August 24. as to 
w hat support they can give in the 
movement. 
Dr. C. C. Green, superintendent 
of the city schools, has promised the 
use of the sewing rooms a t the Bert 
Franklin and George W ashington 
junior high schools and a room in 
the adm inistration building, where 
clothing can be m ade. 
U nder the plan outlined at the 
m eeting last evening, women whose 
children are in need of clothing 
will be asked to come to these places 
and sewr on the garm ents. They will 
receive a share of the clothing tu rn ­ 
ed out, the balance being turned 
over to the various parent-teachers 
associations for distribution through 
such channels. 
W here no parent-teaeher associa­ 
tion exists, schools where the chil­ 
dren are in need of clothing are 
asked to organize a comm ittee to 
cooperate with the organization al­ 
ready form ed and to notify Mrs.

STALE GAS SHORT-CHANGES YOU

LONDON, Aug. 11.—A tale of in­ 
credible norror and brutality was 
told here by a 22-year-old boy who 
has escaped from the French For­ 
eign Legion after enduring every 
suffering

According to young Louts Chesler, 
the Foreign Legion of legend, the 
romance and glamor of the burn­ 
ing desert, mysterious Arabs and 
deeds of heroism is a mere fiction 
used to entrap the innocent in 
search of adventure. 
The truth Is 
unromantic, ungiamorous, and ap­ 
palling. 
The Foreign Legion, tlie legion of 
the lost, has always been a last 
resort of misfits—the criminal, the 
moral suicide, and the disillusioned. 
But it I*. according to Chesler, a 
Devil's Island for volunteers, and 
a life-imprisonment, for one having 
joined there is no returning. 
Chesler not only managed to es­ 
cape, but lived to tell the terrible 
story of his sufferings. 
He was foolish enough to r u n ! 
away from England following do- i 
mestic difficulties and an inability ; 
to get work. 
He had heard t h a t : 


the life of the legionnaire is a ro­ 
mantic one. 
This 
was 
the 
romance 
which 
Louts Chesler found in the Foreign 
Legion: 
A march in the broiling sun with 
full pack and gas mask as a pun- 
: ishment. 
Three days in a dark and filthy 
cell without food or drink. 
A ten-mile march over the scorch­ 
ing desert without shoes or stock- 
; ings. 
A break-down at the side of a 
spring before he could drink. 
Watching a man punished: strip­ 
ped and scrubbed with sand. 
Escorting a man to prison, and 
| standing by helplessly 
while 
the 
prisoner was shown the grave into 
which he will be thrown when he 
was carried out. 
But Chesler was full of romantic 
illusions when 
he 
joined. 
They 
were dispelled even before he left 
the barracks at Paris. 
The bar­ 
racks were filthy, and he was given 
an old canvas bag, a ragged blue 
tunic, half a loaf of bread, a tin 
mug. and a tin of meat. 
Once in Morrocco. sufferings of 
the kind already described started, 
and continued until he finally man­ 
aged to escape.
